NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The un- 
,dercover campaign by customs of- 
ficers against smuggling, now being 
made while hundreds of tourists

Joseph E. Widener, millionaire 
sportsman and art collector, of 
Philadelphia, it has just become 
known, recently paid fines, duties 
and penalties totaling $2147.50 for 
failure to declare a watch when 
he returned aboard the Majestic 
July 31. The watch, Widener said, 
had been bought in Europe for 
$838 and wag appraised here at 
$1,073.75. 

Ralph H. Booth, of Grosse 
Pointe, Mich., publisher and own- 
er of a chain of newspapers in the 
West, was questioned by Customs 
agents yesterday in connection with 
his failure to declare jewels and 
wearing apparel, temporarily esti- 
mated at $9000. With his daugh- 
ter, Virginia, and Mrs. Booth, he 
arrived aboard the Leviathan Mon- 
day. His declaration had been 
carefully filled out, showing his 
family had bought goods valued at 
just $1 below the $300 allowed to 
enter duty-free. An examination 
brought other purchases to light. 


If the Customs appraisal is u;-held, 
Booth may have to pay a fine as 
high as $18,000. He will appear 
before Collector of Customs Philip 
Elting, probably tomorrow, for a 
decision.

HE FIRED AT TWO 
OTHERS BUT MISSED 


Pair Had Had Trouble, but 
No Row Took Place Yes- 
terday, Sister-in-Law of 
Woman Relates. 


Mrs. Marie McElroy of Granite 
City today told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter how her brother-in-law, 
John King, 20-year-old steel mil 
laborer, shot and killed his 18-yvar- 
old bride, his former brother-in- 
law and himself yesterday. 

The shooting took place in the 
frame cottage at 2902 Denver 
street, Granite City, where King’s 
wife, Mrs, Alice King, lived, fle 
married her last January and left 
her a month ago. 

When King returned with a re- 
volver yesterday, Mrs. King was 


there with her mother, Mrs. Maude | 


McKenney, her sister, Mrs. Mc- 
Elroy, Mrs. McElroy’s 3-year-old 
son, the 14-year-old daughter of a 
neighbor and James Sansocie, 
brother-in-law of King by a pre- 
vious marriage. 

Says King Was Jealous. 

“There had been several quar- 
rels between my sister and her hnus- 
band, but none’ yesterday,” Mre. 
McElroy related. “Of course, every- 
body in the neighborhood knew 
John King was jealous of his wife. 
And for no reason at all. 

“My mother, Mrs. McKenney, 
was seateg near the front door 
yesterday afternoon when John 
came running up the front steps. 
He smiled at her, but said nothing. 
Then he drew @ revolver and 
grinned at us. He must have been 
eee soing fo get Alice and all 
her family,’ he said. Then he be- 
gan shooting at random. He fired 
six shots. 

“My mother and myself ran 
from the room and were not hit 
by the bullets he fired at us. My 
sister was shot in the head as sne 
got up from @ chair. She died in 
a minute or two. Sansocie was shot 
in the heart as he ran toward the 
kitchen. He fell dead. Then John 
shot himself in the head and died 
right away.” 

Tells of His Striking Man. 

Mrs. McElroy denied that King 
was jealous of Sansocie. 

King’s extreme jealousy was 
shown last Friday night. Mrs, Mc- 
Elroy said, when he found his 
estranged wife dancing with an- 
other man at a neighbor's house. 
King punched the man and ran 
away. 

King was acting strangely yes- 
terday morning. He started on a 
fishing trip with several friends, 
but suddenly quit them, saying: ~~ 
got to go and see a fellow.” At 
noon he bought the revolver used 
in the afternoon, paying $10 to 
the owner, an employe of an in- 
dustrial plant. 

“John felt very bitter,” King’s 
father told a reporter after the 
shooting. “I sort of expected chis 
would happen.” King had been liv- 
ing with his parents, a few blocks 
from his wife's home.

Decorations Soaked by Rain. 


“Partly cloudy tonight” was the 
official forecast issued this fore- 
noon by the weather bureau.

Jhe 
bus was upset in the collision and 
caught fire. 

Several passengers were res- 
cued by being pulled through the 
windows by other passengers who 
had escaped unhurt.

“There is present here today a 
lady who took part in that debate 
and who was for years my teacher 
in your public school. She em- 
bodies the spirit of that vast body 
of women who not only teach and 
inspire our children but watch 
over their wider destinies. You 
have come to do me courtesy as a 
son of Towa. I take this octasion 
to acknowledge my debt to that 
lady—Mrs. Curran, 

“There is no imprint upon our 
minds so deep as those of early 
boyhood. Mine are of the joys of 
Iowa—the glories of snowy win- 
ter, the wonder at the growing 
crops, the joining of the neighbors 
to harvest, the gathering of apples. 
the pilgrimage to the river woods 
for the annual fuel and nuts, the 
the interludes 
from work, in the swimming hole, 
fishing in creeks, the hunting for 
prairie chickens and rabbits in the 
hedges and woods. It is the en- 
try to life which I could wish for 
every American boy and girl. 

“Again today I have had refresh- 
‘ment of spirit in return to these 
scenes. The swimming hole _ is 
still in use. It has the same mud.- 
bank. It is still impossible to 
dress without carrying mud home 
in one’s inner garments. AS an 
engineer I could devise improve- 
ments for that swimming hole. But 
I doubt if the decrease in mothers’ 
grief at the homecoming of muddy 
boys would compensate the  in- 
herent foys of getting muddy. 

“T kave been to see the _ old 
Quaker meeting house. It has been 
moved across the street and re- 
placed by a more modern struc- 
ture. The old building appears at 
some time to have been turned in- 
to a moving picture house, which 
reminds me of the time I heard 
Aunt Hannah, moved in meeting. 
bitterly denounce the rise of mod- 
ern ways and prophesy that if they 
were persisted in, that edifice dedi- 
cated to God would some day be 
transformed into a place of abom- 
ination. I do not place the movies 
in that class, but knowing Aunt 
Hannah's views on any form of 
human retreation, even to the god- 
lessness of sliding down hill, I sus- 
pect that if she knew of this she 
would get great satisfaction at the 
consummation of her warnings. 

“This was always a Republican 
village. It was here that I re- 
ceived my first touch of the nation- 
al life. I well recollect the hoist- 
ing of the flag at half mast over 
my father’s blacksmith shop on 
the assassination of President Gar- 
field. I also recollect well the 
torchlight procession in the Gar- 
ficld election. TI was not high 
enough to be permitted the con- 
Lduct of a torch, but I participated 
by walking alongside for miles. At 
that time there were two or three 
Democrats in the town. I do not 
know today whether what seemed 
to me an enormoos torchlight pa- 
rade was instituted for their con- 
version or not, but I believe it was 
hopeless, because one of my boy- 
hood friends‘and opponents in bat- 
tle. and who I expect is in this 
audience today. fs a descendant of 
one of those Democrats and has 
been regenerated only in the last 
month. 

“Tl am proud to have been born 
in Iowa. I have ofttimes said that 
the good Lord made it the richest 
stretch of agricultural land that 
ever blessed any one -sovereign 
Government. It was settled by the 
adventurous, the courageous, who 
fought their way across the ever 
extending frontier. They have 
builded here in so short a period 
as 75 years a State with the least 
poverty, the highest average intel- 
ligence, the most generous educa- 
tion, which ever blessed a single 
commonwealth. 

Recalls Days on Farm. 

“Here in West Branch can be 
found all the milestones of the 
changes which have come to 
American agriculture. Only a mile 
from here is the farm of my Uncle 
Allan, where I spent some years 
of my boyhood. That was just at 


the passing state of the great pi- 
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oneer movement. Many farms 
were still places where we tilled 
the soi] for the immediate needs 
of the families. We ground our 
wheat and corn on toll at the mill; 
we slaughtered our hogs for meat; 
we wove at least a part of our 
own clothing; we repaired our own 
machinery; we got our own fuel 
from the woods; we erected our 
own buildings; we made our own 
soap; we preserved our own fruit 
and grew our own vegetables. Only 
a small part of the family living 
came by purchases from the out- 
Side. Perhaps 20 per cent of the 
products were sold in the markets 
tO purchase the small margin of 
necessities which we could not our- 
Selves produce, and to pay inter- 
est on the mortgage. 

“In a half century the whole 
basis of agriculture has shifted, we 
have improved seed and livestock, 
we have added a long list of me- 
chanical inventions for saving of 
labor; we have increased the pro- 
ductivity of the land. And it has 
become a highly specialized busi- 
ness. There is no longer one in- 
dustry called farming, but in fact 
a dozen industries. Probably over 
80 per cent of its products now 
go directly or indirectly to the 
markets and probably over 80 per 
cent of the family living must be 
purchased from outside. In the 
old days, when prices fluctuated in 
the Chicago market, at most they 
affected only 20 per cent of the 
income of the farm. A _ violent 
drop in prices could reduce the 
family income by only 4 or 5 per 
cent. Today, the same fluctuation 
in price, affecting as it does 80 
per cent to 100 per cent of the 
products of the farm, can take 25 
or 50 per cent away from the net 
family income and make the dif- 
ference between comfort and free- 
dom from anxiety, or on the other 
hand, debts and discouragements, 


Drawbacks of Other Days, 


“I do not suggest a return to the 
greater security which agriculture 
enjoyed in its earlier days, be- 
cause with that security were fow- 
er standards of living, greater toil, 
less opportunity for leisure and re- 
creation, less of the comforts of 
homes, less of the joy of living. 

“IT am often conscious of senti- 
mental regret for the passing of 
those old time conditions. I have 
sometimes been as homesick for 
the ways of those. self-contained 
farm homes of 40 years ago as I 
have been for the kindly folk who 
lived in them. But I know it is 
no more possible to revive those 
old conditions than it is to sum- 
mon back the relatives and friends 
*n the cemetery yonder. While we 
recognize and hold fast to what 
is permanent in the old-time con- 
ditions, we must accept what is in- 
evitable in the changes that have 
faken place. It is fortunate  in- 
deed that the principles upon which 
Our government was founded re- 
quire no alteration to meet these 
changes. 

“Just as there is transformation 
in agriculture so there is in other 
industry. Just as there is more 
specialization on the farm, so there 
is in other industry. We live to- 
day by the exchange of goods 
among 10.000 sort of producers of 
specialties, A large number of Oc- 
cupations which were conduct- 
ed on the farm in old days are 
now conducted in the factory. That 
is one reason why we have a de- 
creasing proportion of our people 
on the farms. By this revolution 
the American farmer has become 
enmeshed in powerful and yet deli- 
cate economic forces which are 
working to his disadvantage. 

New Market System Planned. 

‘In my acceptance speech i10 
days ago, I made an extended state- 
ment upon the legislative proposais 
for relief to the agricultural indus- 
try which the Republican party has 
put forward in its platform. You 
would not wish me to take your 
time to review that statement. I 
should, however, like to emphasize 
that the spirit of those legislative 
proposals is to work out a more 
economical and stable marketing 
system. A Federal Farm Board 
is to be set up with the necessary 
powers and resources to assist the 
industry to meet not alone the 
varied problems of today but those 
which may arise in the future. 

' “My fundamental concept of ag- 
riculture is one controlled by its 
own members, organized to fight 
its own economic battles and _ to 
determine its own destinies. Nor 
do I speak of organization in the 
narrow sense of traditional farm 
co-operatives or pools, but in the 
much wider sense of a sound mar- 
keting organization. It is not Ly 
these proposals intended to put the 
Government into the control of the 
business cf agriculture, nor to sub- 
sidize prices of farm products and 
pay the losses thereon either by 
the Federal Treasury or by a tax 
or fee on the farmer. 

' “We propose with governmental 
assistance and an initial advance 
of capital to enable the agriculturel 
industry to reach a stature of mod- 
ern business operations by which 
the farmer will attain his inde- 
pendence and maintain his individ- 
uality. 

Repeats View on Agriculture. 

Tand upon this whole question I 
should like* to repeat from my 
accepiance that: 

“*The working out of agricul- 
tural relief constitutes the most im- 
portant obligation of the next ad- 
ministration. The object of our 
policies is to establish for our farm- 
ers an income equal to those of 
other occupations; for the farm- 
er’s wife the same comforts in her 
home as women in other groups;

“In formulating recommenda- 
tions for legislation to carry out 
the proposals of the party, I trust 
that we may have full assistance 
of the leaders of agricultural 
thought.

“TIT had thought today to particu- 
larly point out the importance of 
the development of our interior 
waterways as bearing on the pros: 
perity not only of agriculture but 
of the whole of our midwest busi- 
ness and commerce. It is a most 
important supplement to agricul- 
tural relief. The necessarily large 
advances in railway rates from the 
war militate against the economic 
setting of this whole interior sec- 
tion. This, together with the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal and 
dhe fact that ocean rates have in- 
creased but little since before the 
war further disturbs the whole 
econe@mic relationships of the Mid- 
west. It is as if a row of toll gates 
had been placed around this whole 
section of our country. It serious- 
ly affects the farmer. 


Farmer Pays the Freight. 


“I think we can accept it as an 
economic fact that the farmer on 
most occasions pays the freight on 
his products. It is a deduction 
from the ultimate price. You your- 
selves can test this. In a genera) 
way, the center point of markets is 
overseas or the Atlantic seaboard, 
where prices are determined by 
the meeting of the streams of 
world products. For every hun- 
dred miles you are removed from 
these market centers, the price of 
farm products is lower by the 
amount of freight rates. 


“Some calculations which I made 
a few years ago showed that the 
increases in railway rates had in 
effect moved the midwest 200 to 
400 miles further from seaboard. 
Moreover, some of the competitive 
agricultural regions, such as the 
Argentine and Australia, are close 
to seaboard and with sea 
about the same as before the war, 
they are able to compete with the 
American farmer in foreign mar- 
ekts to a grenter advantage than 
before the war. 


“This increase in transportation 
rates also affects the price of many 
things which the farmer must buy 
for much raw material which 
comes into the Midwest pays the 
increased freight and this in turn 
is taken up by the cohsumer. We 
cannot return to pre-war railway 
rates without ruin to the railways. 
Therefore, I have long asserted 
that the real hope of reducing 
charges upon our bulk goods was 
through the modernization of our 
great interior waterways. By mod- 
ernization, I mean increasing 
depths to a point where we can 
handle five or 10 thousand tons in 
a line of barges rulled by a tug. 
This administration has authorized 
the systematic undertaking of this 
modernization.

Senator Thomas of Oklahoma Says

logg at Havre, while Ambassador 
Herrick and other members of the 
embassy staff will welcome him at 
the Paris station. 


Kellogg to Return Sept. 8. 


Under the present plan, the Sec- 
retary of State will sail for home 
from Southampton aboard the Ber- 
engaria Sept. 8 instead of earlier 
as had first been announced. Con- 
sequently he can have almost a 
week in England besides making 
his visit to President Cosgrave of 
the Irish Free State. 

Premier Poincare’s part in the 
ceremonies will be subordinated to 
that of Foreign Minister Briand. 
The Premier, however, will ve 
present at the signing, sitting with 
the other members of the Cabinet 
and members of the Diplomatic 
Corps simply as an invited specta- 
tor. He will also be a guest at the 
Kellogg dinner in the American 
embassy on Sunday evening, whero 
he will have precedence over all 
Other guests.

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A JOURNALISTIC SKYROCKET. 

The late Col. George Harvey, who has just died at 
64, was a journalistic skyrocket. He rose in great 
splendor to an almost incredible height, and then 
blew up with a brilliance that the skies of journal- 
ism have seldom if ever seen equaled. 
It was the stick that fell this week in Vermont. The 
real George Harvey, the man who made Harper's 
Weekly a delight and a power in the nation 25 years 
ago, has been dead ever since he revenged himself 
upon Mr. Wilson by becoming the mentor of Warren 
G. Harding. What a bit in American history that 
was! The Democratic party was dying of intellectu- 
al poverty after an even more futile attempt to elect 
Bryan. Harvey was then just past 40. He had been 
in journalism since he left college, and when he took 
Harper’s Weekly his powers were full blown. Perhaps 
there has been another sense of humor in our nation- 
al politics that equaled his; if so, we missed it. The 
homilies of Harvey on Bryanism were delicious. A 
people who had tired of the burlesque humor of Bill 
Nye turned to the more refined and lasting humor of 
Harvey with the avidity of hunger. 
After having so much fun, Harvey naturally felt 
himself obligated to find a leader for the Democratic 
party. It was this feeling that gave the country 
Woodrow Wilson and left the world the League of 
Nations.

It was when Harvey failed to become what Col.

He descended at last to the bitterness of getting out 
vitriolic press stuff for the Lodge-Brandegee-Moses 
clique that in the end wrecked the dream of the man 
whom Harvey had pulled out of obscurity to put 
America in the vanguard of civilization. 

What happened between Harvey and Wilson was 
probably due to Harvey’s inordinate vanity. It was 
known that Harper’s Weekly enjoyed a subsidy in 
Wall street. Harvey asked Wilson if this support em- 
barrassed him. Wilson frankly answered that it did. 
The sensitive Warwick turned his back on Wil- 
son and ever afterward fought him with a venom that 
at last soured the old Harvian humor and distorted 
the outlook upon this mundane sphere that had once 
refreshed and invigorated the national mind. When 
he became President despite the early support of 
Harpers Weekly, Wilson tried to make it up with 
Harvey. He wanted to make him our Ambassador 
to France. Harvey was not big enough to let by- 
gones be bygones. The price of his king-making was 
complete submission, of which Wilson was incapable. 
It will probably never be known what part Harvey 
had in the nomination of Harding. Whatever it was, 
revenge had by that time so altered the one-time 
bon vivant of the press that any instrument suited 
his purpose, the more sinister the better. Shaks- 
peare says that a man in his time plays many parts. 
So it was with Harvey. He played some of them 
nobly and some of them ignobly. 
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SINCE WHEN? 

Senator Simmons’ conscience will not permit him 
to support the national Democratic ticket this fall.

Since when has Senator Simmons become the 
valiant foe of the “forces of privilege and license?” 
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THEY ALL PAY. 
Two cities in the Northwest—Tacoma, Wash., and 
Portland, Ore.—have been bidding against each other 
for the Hooker Electrical Co. of New York. Tacoma 
won. The reason: it offered a rate of 11-2 mills a 
kilowatt hour, which is said to be the lowest power 
rate in the world, 
How could Tacoma, a city ‘of less than half as 
large as Portland, outbid its rival? Here is the ex- 
planation given by the Portland (Me.) News, which 
apparently watched with interest the contest between 
its Oregon namesake and Tacoma: 

The story is that Tacoma has a municipally 
owned plant. Portland, Ore., like Portland, Me., 
receives its power from the Power Trust. The 
people of Tacoma, therefore, are not obliged to 
defray in the payment of their electric light and 
power bills the cost of the Power Trust’s po- 
litical activities, of its propaganda, of its “educa- 
tion,” of its pyramided capitalization, of its 
watered stock and all the rest of its activities 
which should not be related to the business of 
producing power and selling it. It is no wonder 
that Mr. Insull is spending millions to indoctri- 
nate the school children with the idea that mu- 
nicipal plants are wicked, sinister, “bolshevik” 
and un-American. 

Yes, the Power Trust comes high, the Insulls come 
high. What with the expensive machinery they 
have assembled for producing an admiring public 
opinion, along with their costly participation in poli- 
tics, as evidenced by Insull’s open-handed contribu- 
tions in the Illinois senatorial primary of unhal.- 
lowed memory—all this costs money, and this money 
comes from the homes of the people.

Wiliam F. Davis, former convict
